The Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce has, on a 
number of occasions expressed its opposition to Senate Bill 
1506, as introduced by Senators Kammer and Faust. As yet our 
position has not changed. We would like to explain the 
reasons for our opposition and express why we feel Senate bill 
1506 is a serious threat to our community, our economy, the 
personal freedoms of 
government. 

On the surface Senate Bill 1506 seems harmless enough, 
in fact it sétms tu tave some mec, but wires Vie carefully 
considers the implications, and understands the background 
of such reguiations it becomes frightening. 

Senate Bill 1506 is in reaction to the long standing 
problem of river-useage conflicts. It is a real and recognized 
problem, acknowledged by all parties in the dispufe ... fisher- 
men, canoeists, and riparian owners. All agree that some kind 
of solution is necessary, but none agree on the extent of 
regulation necessary to insure an equitable solution. 

\n 1972 the Department of Natural Resources, a bureau of 
State government, attempted unsuccessfully to implement its 
controversial River Use Aulas. These rules and their 
constitutionatity were challenged in court. After hearing the 
arguments, the courts declared them unconstitutional, 
claiming that the Department of Natural Resources was 
them by 


ali. citizens, and our system of 


usurping authority not specifically granted to 
Michigan's elecied representatives in the legislature. 

Senate 8ill 1506 1s a thinly veiled attempt to give the 
bureaucrats in the DNR a blank check to enact rules which 
would have the effect of law. This is distortion of democracy in 
the worst sense, and fer this reason alone the bill should be 
killed, Legislators elected by the peaple of this state should 
have the courage to consider legislation which will correct 
abuses, and preserve our environment, while minimizing the 
infringement on personal liberties. Our democratic system of 
government, with its built in checks and balances, has 
safeguards which prevent the types of abuses which occur all 
too often in the empire-building bureaucratic system. 

Anyone who has knowledge of the political shenanigans 
that occur in Lansing, day in and day out, has the feresight to 
see what's coming down the pike, if Senate Bil! 1506 passes. 
The 1972 DNR River Use Rules will be implemented one day 
after the bill is signed into law. 

The Senators who introduced this bill, the DNR, and the 
special interest groups who promote it are fully cognizant of 
this fact. They fully realize that the 1972 DNR River Use Rules, 
in the form of legislation, specifically spetled out. would have 
no change of passage in the legislature ... hence SB 1506 and 
its vagueness. 

- Let's take a rmoment to analyze the extremes of the 1972 
ONR River Use Rules, and consider their ramifications. Under 
these rules the DNR would have the authority to (1) designate 
protected rivers (2) limit or eliminate use of such waters, and 
(3) require useage permits. This would give the DNR the ability 
to promulgate canoe liveries into non-existence; limit the 
general public's freedom to obtain fun, healthy recreation; and 
in general, impinge on what little personal freedom bureau- 
cracy has not already stolen. 1984 is seeming!y closer than we 
think.

Yet this is precisely the effect SB 1506 would have on our 
area. According to a 1974 Northeast Michigan Regional 
Planning and Development Commission study, canoeing alane 
accounts for $1.4 Million of the total local economy in 
Crawford County. Contributions to the local economy from 
riparian owners, and fishermen are very sizable also, although 
a precise figure is difficult to obtain. 

This bill and tts companion the 1972 DNR River Use Rules 
would impose intolerable restrictions on the recreational 
public, to curb abuses of 5% of the rivers users. A classic 
example of overkill, the cure is worse than the problem. 

To summarize our position briefly: we believe that 
equitable solutions are naedad to end river useage abusas, but 
Senate Bill 1506, with its generalities and its “blank check for 
bureaucracy” is an invitation to disaster. Let's see a new bill 
which specifically spells out and limits the DNR's authority to 
regulate river use abuses, passed by officials elected by the 
people of the State of Michigan to represent their interests. 

Michigan's rivers do not belong to the Department of 

| Natural Resources, or the fishermen, or the riparian owners, or 
the canoeists. We merely borrow them, remembering that 


| generations that follow are entitled to them as well. Thank you. | 


APPROXIMATELY 70 ACRES of jack pine were destroyed in a 
late afternoon fire Monday, according to Duane Brooks of the 
Department of Natural Resources. The lire was spotted around 3:30 
p.m. by a fish biologist lying over the area in a private aircrait. 
Brooks said the fire began near Staley Lake road and Four Mile 
road, crowned out and headed toward Jellystone Park. 

Fire fighters were able to stop the blaze only atter it came 
within an eighth of a mile of the campground which had been 
evacuated by the DNR and the National Guard. 

Fire fighting units from Missaukee, Roscommon and Oscoda 
Counties were involved as well as equipment from Mio and the 
National Guard. The exact cause of the jire is not known, Brooks 
said, except that it apparently began at the end of a trail road. 

Crews were still at work Tuesday morning making sure the fire 


was totally extinguished.

Kirtland’s Warbler Habitat Project Underway 


LANSING — Nearly 1.000 
acres of cutover state forest 
land in Ogemaw County are 
scheduled for burning under 
close supervision of the De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
in Michigan's first major project 
to improve the habitat of the 
endangered Kirtland’s warbler. 
John D. Byelich, DNR wildlife 
biologist who heads a state- 
federal endangered species re- 
covery team, says the control- 
led fire will allow for regen- 
eration of new growth jackpine 
— the preferred habitat for the 
Kiriland’s warbier, whose 


population is estimated at only 
400. 

Byelich says heat from the 
lire ts needed to open up 
jackpine cones to release tne 
seed, while the newly exposed 
mineral soil becomes ideal for 
seed germination.

“This years burn areas are 
located just northeast of St. 
Heien, although similar pre- 
scribed burns are anticipated in 
the years to come in parts of 
these counties as the habitat 
outgrows the Kirtland’s warb- 
ler,” states Byelich. “The goal is 
to eventually stabilize the bird's 
population to about 1,000 nest- 
ing pairs, or about the umber 
recorded as late as 1961. To do 
that. we would like to keep 
about 36,000 acres of pubtic 
land in habitat production range 
at alt times for the Kirtland’s

partment of Labor, Barrier Free Design | Board inaleatee 
they are going to tighten the enforcement of the barrier 
free design rules. The Michigan construction code 
provides that every facility (Building, Structure or 
Improved Area) in the State of Michigan, built or 
renovated since November 1974, must be barrier free 
(accessible to and usable by everyone including people 
with all types of handicaps - mobility limited, visual 
and hearing imnaired, wheelchair users ete.) as defined 


by the general rules ‘of the State Construtction Code 
Commission. Only exception: Privately owned one and, 
two family dwellings. 

Responsibility for enforcement of these rules has 
generally been handed to the local building officials. In 
my experience i have found people in this area 
somewhat reluctant to accept these state require- 
ments. To a great extent | believe this is due to a lack of 
understanding of the requirements. 

In the above mentioned correspondence, Herbert 
R. Mueller, O.D., Chairman of the Barrier Free Design 
Board states, “While the board will not abandon its 
efforts to eliminate confusion and provide more and 
better information, it is now obvious that we must tui 
to you, the building official, for self education, and to 
ask for complete enforcement of all rules as they 
presently exist, confusing or difficult to comply with as 
they may be. You as ihe locai enforcement agency, are 
the key to compliance, and on your understanding and 
alertness our board must depend.” Mr. Mueller goes on 
to state, ‘Owners, architects and public officials all 
may face tegal proceedings in the future if exceptions 
are not requested prior to issuance of a building 
permit.”

Near its Limits 


One of the lesser known candidates 
for President this year is Mrs. Margaret 
Wiight of Los Angeles, and after 
reading about her nomination by the 
People’s Party, | certainly hope she 
stays that way. 

The People’s Party, according to the 
news accounts, got started in the Los 
Angeles area stemming from the Watts 
tragedies. Mrs. Wright, 54, is a grand- 
mother, which may turn out to be ker 
most outstanding qualification for the 
office of President. 

Asa tipoff to her campaign. it should 
be noted that her vice presidential 
running mate is Dr. Benjamin Spock, 
who did just tine writing books about 
how to bring up children, but got sort of 
fouled up when he switched to politics. 

Mrs. Wright, in her acceptance 
speech, offered these comments, as 
quoted by the national news services: 

“lve been discriminated against be- 
cause I'm a woman, because |’m black, 
because I’m poor, because I'm fat, 
because I'm left handed.” 

She's probably right. Apparently Mrs. 
Wright feels that to have experienced 
discrimination from so many different 
angles somehow qualifies her to run for 
President. 

When you stop to think about it, every 
one of us — in one way or another —

and every one of us — in one way or 
another — can be exposed to discrimin- 
atory practices, just as Mrs. Wright 
outlines. 

For example. | too, can be subjected 
to discrimination and bias for a number 
of reasons — in today’s society, for 
example, because I'm white, and: be- 
cause I'm a man, and because !|’m not 
poor. So far, these factors have not 
bothered me especially, and I’m not 
complaining; but just check out the 
feelings of some applicants for medical 
schooi, shali we say, who were rejected 
on a quota basis — racial, sexual, 
financial, or otherwise. 


Mrs. Wright has it over me on the 
left-handed issue, and as for ihe fat 
discrimination, in my case it could be a 
subject at least to honest debate, and | 
am sympathetic. 

Rut there are other areas that could 
bring discrimination and bias in subtle

ways that we don’t often think so much 
about. For exampie, in studying my 
own olight, consider these conditions:

Also, | can't help feeling that 
Murphy's political success probably 
encouraged Ronald Reagan to move his 
pompadour out of Death Valley and into 
the mainstream ot the Panama Canal. 
would Al been a better world if 
Murphy had stayed in Hollywood. But 
that would be a cruel answer to his 
friendly letter, and | don't feel like being 
that kind of a twirp today. Instead, let 
us just ponder the implications of what 
Murphy had to say about the offensive 
odor which often seeps out of campaign 
treasure chests. 

You'll recall that Humphrey was 
stung when | accused him of being a 
welsher for not repaying more than 
$800,000 he borrowed to finance his 
hopeless attempt to gain the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination four 
years ago. 

He insisted his hands were clean 
because the money had been lent to his 
campaign committee, not to him 
personally. And he added that the 
money came from his “personal friends 
who are very well to do and who are not 
complaining at all over the fact they 
received avery small settlement on their 
loan.” 

Humphrey further noted that his 
generous buddies knew when they lent 
the dough that ‘there was the possi- 
bility that the committee might not be 
able ta repay.” 

This is what prompted ex-Sen Murphy 
to enter the debate. !n his letter, Murphy 
said he would not “lean too hard on a 
nice fellow like Hubert Humphrey as | 
am sure there have been many other 
campaigns which finished in the red 
and left unpaid bills.” But Murphy did 
have a pointed question about the 
fund-raising tactics used by Humphrey 


and many oiher “nice feliows’” who 
might be crooks. 
Murphy asked: “Has it been the 


custom for politicians to ‘borrow’ funds 
for the campaign, then at a later date 
announce that there are no funds 
available to repay the loan, and the 
campaign committee goes out of 
existence, then is it legal for the person

One of the Michigan Army | 


National Guard's “elite” units, 
Co.F (Ranger), 425th Inf., is 


among units currently under- ~ 


going annual field training at 
Camp Grayling. 

The Pontiac based unit, which 
has members scattered through- 
out Michigan, is considered 
elite because of the special 


military skills and shysical 


vill and physical 
abilities required of its fienie 
bers, some 70 nerecant af whom 
are qualified military parachu- 
tists. 

In addition to jumping out of 
airplanes when the mission re- 
quires it, the Rangers rust also 
learn how to rappel down the. 
sides of mountains and out of 
hovering helicopters, navigate 
over all types of terrain without 
being observed and subsist “off 
the fand” during long range 
patrol actions. 

The primary mission of the 
Guard Ranger unit is reconnais- 
sance. In combat operations, 
ihe uri sends out patrols to 
gain tactical and strategic in- 
formation about enemy opera- 
tions. including data on troops 
and supply concentrations, ter- 
rain in enemy territory and 
enemy missile sites. 

During their two weeks of 
annual training at Camp Gray- 
ling. the Rangers simulate com- 
bat missions by sending out 
five man patrols. From a base 
camp, the patrols are airlifted 
by helicopter into a remote area 
of the post. After completion of 
the simulated mission, the 
Rangers radio for pickup by 
helicopter and mark their pickup 
positions with panets and with 
gmuoke grenades. 

Aithough at Camp Grayling 
the patrols operate at distances 
of only about 10 miles from the 
base camp, during actual com- 
bat they could be employed 
several hundred miles behind 
enemy fines. 

At Grayling, the patrols go 
out early in the morning (about 
4:30 a.m.) and return the after- 
noon of the same day. in aciuat 
combat, they would normally be 
on patrol operations three or 
four days at a time. 

€ach man ona five man patrol 
carries upwards of 50 pounds of 
equipment, including radios, 
rations, water, sleeping gear, 
weapons and ammunition. 

A patrol normally moves eight 
to nine miles a day. 

The Rangers operate covertly 
during patrols and wear camou- 
flage at all times. They seldom 
engage in offensive combat 
operations but must have the 
ability to fight their way out 
when and if discovered by the 
enemy. For certain types of 


missions, they can be employed 


in an offensive role.

independence -- Langlade had 
away with the red men. A native 
of what is now Michigan and 
one of the first white settlers of 
present-day Wisconsin, he was 
half Indian himself, the son of a 
French trader and a squaw who 
was the sister of Ottawa chief 
Nissowaquat. 

When Charles was a child _at 
Michilimackinac (now Mackin- 
aw City. Michigan), Nissowa- 
quet dreamed that the Great 
Spirit told him he would have 
success in battle if he took a 
tittle boy with him, So the 
young Langlade went along; 
and when Nissowaquet and his 
warriors were victorious, the 
success was attributed to the 
boy's presence. From that time, 
Charles Langlade had consid- 
erable influence with Indians of 
the Great Lakes region. 

Langlade and his father, 
Augustin, began trading with 
Indians in the vicinity of pre- 
sent-day Green Bay, Wisconsin, 
in the 1740's and made that post 
the headquarters of their opera 
tions in the mid-1760's. When 


Augustin died in the early 
1770'c, Charles hecame the 
principal figure in the Fox River 
valley. 


In 1752 he led 250 Ottawa and 
Chippewa braves in an attack on 
Pickawillany, a Miami village in 
what is now Ohio that was a 
focal point for British trading 
activities. Three years later 
Langlade and his Indians were a 
part of the French force inat 
withstood an assault on Fort 
Duquesne (now Pittsburah) by 
British General Edward Brad- 
dock. One of Braddock’s aides 
on that occasion was George 
Washington, then 23 years old. 
John Burgoyne, another British 
general, coscrined Langlade as 
the author of Braddock's defeat. 
Of the 1,373 redocats in the 
assault force only 459 escaped 
injury or death, and Braddock

retreat. 

in 1757 Langlade and his 
Indians were back in action, 
defeating Rogers’ Rangers on 
Lake Champlain and helping 
French General Marquis de 
Montcalm to capture Fort Wil- 
liam Henry on Lake George. 
Two years later Langlade was 
again with Montcalm, this time 
in a losing cause at Quebec. 
Had the French acted quickly 
when Langlade discovered a 
detachment of 3,000 British 
-troops, however, the outcome 
at Quebec might have been 
different.

worked tirelessly to enlist In- 
dian fighters for the British just 
as he had earlier for the French. 
In 1776 he took a band of 
Indians to the Montreal area to 
assist Governor Guy Carleton, 
and in 1777 he and Indian 
companions fought under Bur- 
goyne at Lake Champlain.

In 1779 
when an attack was expected on 
Detroit. by Virginians under 
George Rogers Clark, Langlade 
gathered Indians from the Lake 
Michigan region in a move to 
head off the expedition which 
never was undertaken. A year 
later he led one of four simul- 
taneous British movements a- 
gainst Spanish posts on the 
Mississippi, but the venture 
was unsuccessful and Langlade 
and his tndians retreated by way 
of Chicago, fleeing in boats and 
canoes five days before rebel 
forces arrived there in pursuit of 
them. 

After the war Langlade be- 
came reconciled to American 
control and concentrated on 
trading activities, principally in 
the Grand River region in 
Michigan.

Pesticide 
Hearing Held 


by Willard E. Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture conducted a hearing 
on proposed regulations re- 
garding pesticide applicators 
Monday, August 9. in Gaylord. 
Dr. Donald Islieb,  scientitic 
advisor and Dean Lovitt. Chief. 
Plant Industry Division. Michi- 
gan Department of Agriculture 
conducted the hearing. 

The rites ware Mace to aid in 
the enforcement of Act. No. 171 
of the Public Acis of 1976. Act 
171 was passed to comply with 
the federal environmental pes- 
ticide control act of 1972 

The purpuse of the federal act 
is to give people more protec- 
tion agatnst misuse of pesti- 
cides. 

What tt means to the house- 
holder is that fewer pesticides 
will be availabie in the market. 
I'll not even try to guess what 
pesticides wiil still be availabie 
to the nouseholder, except 
probably none of the present 
fungicides will he taken off the 
market, 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency has not yet classified 
the insecticides. They have 
begun to do so and will release 
Injormaiion on them as they do 
get them classitied. 

Pesticide uses that pose a 
threat to man or the environ. 
ment even when used as tabeled 
will be classed as “restricted 
use” by the U.S. Environmental 
Agency and will be sold onty to 
persons whe have demonstrat- 
ad competency in their use: this 
means that Growers and com- 
mercial applicators will need to 
be certified in order to purchase 
these “restricted use” pesti- 
cides. 

Certification with Ge Gone 1 
two categortes. the private ap 
plicator and commercial apopli- 
cator. 

Private applicators wiil be 
farmers whu will be applying 
restricted pesticides to their 
own crops. 

Commercial applicaiu?s are 
those who will be applying 
restricted pesticides for hire. 
{Have pesticide will travel). 

Training for certification of 
ptivate applicators will be done 
by the Cooperative Extension 


Soarvice 
service. 


Certification for both private 
and commercial applicators will 
be done by the Michigan 
Depariment of Agriculture.

Money donated by hundreds 
of conservation - minded Mi- 


 chigan citizens, who contribut- 


ed over $25,000 to the DNA's 
“Living Resources” program 
during the last year, will help 
pay for the project. 

A specific date for the first 
4 been set, Sut, 
Byelich indicates that it will 
take place “‘on the first ‘good 
burning’ day after August 15." 
He notes that a specially trained 
crew of DNA firefighters under 
the direction of Fire Supervisor 
Donald D. Grant of Mio will 
torch the burn areas only when 
conditions are right — as a 
warm, dry day with low humi- 
dity and light winds are neces- 
sary. Winds must also come 
from a certain direction to keep 
smoke from populous areas. 

The DNA developed the pre- 
scribed burning program several 
years ago primarily to assist 
forestry and wildlife programs, 
including jackpine and aspen 
reproduction, deer and grouse 


“habitat management, blueberry 


reproduction, and maintenance 
of grassy openings for sharptail 
grouse and prairie chickens. 

Byelich says the burns plan- 
ned in Ogemaw County are the 
first ever conducted by the ONR 
to mainiy benefit a non-game 
wildlife species, although the 
U.S. Forest Service's manage- 
ment program for the Kirtland’s 
warbler has included cutting 
and burning of large stands of 
jackpine within the Huron Na- 
tional Forest. The U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service has also been 
involved in warbler projects. 

Previous management efforts 
concerning the Kirtland’s warb- 
ler have centered on a program 
to control cowbirds, which have 
the unusual behavior of deposit- 
ing their eggs in the nests of 
other snecies of birds. This 
leaves the warbler with the 
chore of hatching the cowbird 
eggs and rearing the young. 
Studies of the Kirtland'’s warb- 
ler - cowbird relationship esti- 
mate that up to 78 per cent of 
warbler eggs in parasitized 
nests fail to produce fledgtings. 

Since 1974 when the annual 
warbler census totaled 334 birds 
— lowest ever recorded — the 
bird's population curve seems 
to be swinging upward again, 
Byelich states. The 1974 census 
indidated a population of 358 
birds. 

“Ym stiii convinced that we 
can bring this tiny bird back 
from the edge of extinction,” he 
observes. “If we can, it wil! be 
as much a human victory as a 
wildlife victory.”
